Reducing Caits Of Gavarumant | 


The proposal for the amalgamation of the three prairie provinces of 
Canada into one large provincial unit recently advanced by Premier Bracken 
of Manitoba, and supported ‘by Hon. Mr. Justice Turgeon of Saskatchewan, | 
, does not, it would appear, command very general or enthusiastic support on | 
the part of the people in the area affected. It has only aroused a certain 
academic interest in much the same way as similar propysals in regard to) 
three much smaller Maritime Provinces have been recived at varying 
periods since Confederation. 


This lack of interest in, and support for, the idea of one big province 
does not, however, presuppose a complete satisfaction on the part of the 
people with the present unduly heavy costs of governmental administration 


t 


larger problem is made manifest in many ways. 

There are, for example, the proposals before Legislatures in certain of 
the Prairie and Maritime Provinces for a reduction in the membership of 
those bodies. In Saskatchewan, at the time of. writing this article, a bill 
is under consideration reducing the number of members in the Legislature 
from 63 to 52. The effect of such reduction, if it is made effective, will be 
a saving of from $20,000 to $25,000 a year. Such a saving is, of course, | 
worth while,—as all savings are.whether large or small,—but, unless accom- | 
panied with many other savings in legislative and administrative costs, will|

TAXATION: 


“Mr. Speaker, I now come to a most contentious matter. 
The question of the increased burden of taxation. Not 
only do we need revenue with which to carry on the ord- 

inary services of government, but we also need revenue to 
_ pay interest on our debt and provide for a sinking fund. 


When I hear people talking the unbearable burden ‘of tax- | 


ation, I sometimes wonder just what do they mean. 

Apart from the Supplementary Revenue Tax gs there 
one other tax that I must pay in order to be a citizen of. 
Alberta? Let us examine our enormous increase in the 
burden of Provincial taxation and see. Our largest source 
of increased taxation comes from the gasoline tax. There 
was no gasoline tax in Alberta in 1921. Today, no prov- 
ince in Canada:has any lower gasoline tax than Alberta. 
' Our estimated revenue from this tax for the current year, 
is $1,800,000.00 Yet, Mr, Speaker, unless I use the high- 
ways of Alberta and drive a motor car, I am in no way 
burdened with this item of increased taxation. 

“Our next largest’ item of increased revenue for the 
current year, is from motor vehicles, namely $1,457,469, 
Unless I drive a car, I make no contribution to this item 
of taxation. If I do drive a car, I pay the same rate of 
taxation as existed in 1918. The fact that we derive $1,- 
500,000.00 more from this source of revenue is not due 
to increased taxation on motor cars but is:due to the fact 
that we have nearly 100,090 cars in Alberta today com- 
pared to less than’ 40,000 in 1921. 


“Our next largest increase in revenue comes from the} 


‘Liquor Act which is estimated to produce $1,374,245.00 


more than in 1921. I am, in no way,.compelled to contri-| 


bute one cent to this item of provincial revenue. I also 
maintain that revenue from the Liquor Act is not a tax 
but merely represents the legitimate profits earned by a 
business conducted by the Government and which, under 
private control, would go to the shareholders of private 
corporations. ; 

“The revenue from the Railway mileage tax, Corpora- 
tion and Companies’ taxes, providing an increase of about 
$740,000.00 cannot be said to be a direct tax on the in- 
dividual taxpayer. The amusement tax this year will pro- 
vide less revenue than in 1921. 

“The succession duties tax, whichis a sort of deferred 


income tax, is only paid when it is too late to object. This 


source of revenue which provided $897,000.00 in 1930, 
will only give us $330,000.00 this year. 


“The only other sources of increased revenue are from 
nd revenues producing assets, which again are

not direct charges on the average taxpayer. 


“From the Supplemenetary Revenue tax and other pro- 
erty taxes, we will collect this year, over a million dollars | 
ess than in 1921. In view of this situation, Mr. Speaker, 
[ maintain that the burden of compulsory taxation’ on the 
individual taxpayer,:for provincial purposes is by no' 


means excessive. 

“The Government cannot continue to meet the demand: 
for public services and carry its share of the burden of 
unemployment relief without supplementing its present 
sources of revenue. Even with the addition of the in- 
come tax in its present proposed form, the people of Al- 
berta will suffer less from the burden of increased taxa- 
tion than the people of either of, our neighboring prov- 
inees. ¢ |

Young Professor At Pittsburg Has 
Isolated ‘“Vitamine ©” 

A young professor of chemistry at. 
the University of Pittsburgh an- 
nouced casually: 

“We have isolated and identified 
vitamine C.” - | 

For five years, Dr. C. C. King, not | 
quite 35, and his associates, have la. | 
bored for a solution long sought sft 
research scientists, 

He explained he had concentrated: 
the vitamine from lemon juice. 

Vitamine “C” is. plentiful in 
lemons, oranges, tomatoes, 
and certain other 
fruits. ' 

Its effect upon the human body ited 
have been known for quite some time, 
Dr. King said, but how it accomplish- 
es its tasks has remained a mystery. 

Also it was known that lack of 
vitamine “C” in the diet of humans 
resulted in scurvy. and forms of mal-|

Drought and Grasshoppers 


Scientific Research Has Proved They. 
Are Co-Workers y | 

Two of the farmers’ most vicious 
enemies—drought and grasshoppers— 
are co-workers, it is revealed on the 
basis of scientific research. 

If a farming region suffers from 

drought in one season, according to 
the rncnea ae wted the eksthstts of that 
Hoppers the next year. .The reason, 
it was explained, is that aridity is 
favorable for reproduction of the in- 
sects. 
' A report of the investigation was 
made by R.'O. Cromwell, formerly 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 

“Unusually dry weather, especially 
for successful seasons,’”’ Cromwell 
said, “is favorable for reproduction 
of ‘hoppers, and unfavorable for in- 
sects which destroy the grasshoppers 
and their eggs.”

Trans-American Airlines 


Developing Air Route Across .the 
North Atlantic 
Pan-American Airways announced 
it had entered into an agreement with 
Trans-American Airlines to conduct 
the necessary survey and research 
work for development of an air route 
across the north Atlantic. 


Details of the transactions were 
not made public and it ‘was not 
definitely known. whether survey 


flights would be made next summer 
over the proposed course, which is by 
way -of Canada, Greenland, ~Iceland 
and the Faroe and Shetland Islands. 

It. was announced, however, that 
the thorough study of the project be- 
ing ‘undertaken will be a preliminary 
step to the actual launching of ex- 
._ploratory flights through the north, 

Trans-American Airlines has .been 
assisted during the past year in its 
study: of the problem by the noted 
polar.explorer, Vilhjalmur Steffanson, 
who proposed a northern commercial 
air route 13 years ago. 

“As an indication of the progress 
made in the preliminary work, it was 
pointed out the parliament of Iceland 
within the last month has passed an 
act granting Trans-American and 
their associated interests a 75-year 
franchise for the transportation of 
mail over Iceland on an air route. be- 
tween North America and Europe. 

The specific routing of the northern 
line has not been determined pending 
the further extension of surveys.

Be. 20,000,000 Years Old 

A discovery made by gold prospec- 
tors recently affords further proof of 
Australia’s great age.
